During your class recitation you may have 
noticed that some vowel sounds took longer 
to pronounce than others. The reason for 
this difference is that each vowel sound in 
Latin is either LONG or SHORT. In writing, 
the LONG VOWEL SOUND is often signaled 
by a - over the vowel that is long. This writter 
signal is called a MACRON, when used in 
LATIN.

In general, you will find very few long vowel 
sounds MARKED with a MACRON in the 
READER or the WORKBOOK. 

HOWEVER, at the beginning of the reader, the 
vowels are marked with the macron to get you 
used to the difference in pronunciation.
